I've  got  you  100%  reconciled  on  the  303(d)  side.  There  are  a lot  of  unreconciled  305(b)  causes, 
most  of  which  you  didn't  comment  on.  If  these  are  restored,  can  you  please  select  the  correct 
restoration  reason  from  the  drop-down  in  column  E?  (I  can  send  you  an  updated  copy  of  the 
review  spreadsheet  as  the  303(d)  reconciliations  did  resolve  a few  of  the  305(b) 
causes.)  Colorado  has  a lot  of  causes  identified  in  the  “Monitoring  and  Evaluation  List”,  a 
priority  sampling/parameter  list.  Those  are  not  considered  impaired.
